ARYANS  STILL  SURVITISO. 

It  Is  said  that  Major  Biddulpb,  stationed  on 
the  Cashmere  bouixlary,  has  prepared  a  report 
upon  the  customs,  the  language,  and  the  folk¬ 
lore  of  the  singular  communities  among  whom 
he  has  been  residing  tor  a  long  time,  from 
Major  Biddulph's  peculiar  advantages  and  op¬

Surgeon- Major  Be  lie  w,  mean¬ 
while,  tup  been  examining  a  few  men  from  the 
cantona  on  the  southwest  at  Dardiatan,  peopled 
by  s  similar  race,  who  In  one  respect  are  still 
more  interesting,  for  their  country  has  never 
yet  been  visited  by  a  civilised  traveller.  Bat  In 
appearance  and  language  they  closely  resemble 
the  Danis,  and  unlike  them,  have  not  embraced 
the  creed  of  their  Mahometan  neighbor*.  The 
tongues  spoken  In  all  these  hills  are  for  the 
most  part  Aryan  ;  not  descended  from  Sanskrit, 
and  Indeed  of  earlier  origin  than  that  classical 
language.  On  the  northern  slopes  of  the  moun¬ 
tain  Parsec  words  prevail  ;  in  the  southern  can¬ 
tons  some  of  the  words  reaemble  Greek,  some 
Latin,  some  those  of  modern  Europe.  They 
make  (and  freely  consume)  grape  wine,  some¬ 
thing  like  a  crude  Burgundy  Those  who  are 
not  Mussulmans  believe  in  one  Clod,  but  em¬ 
ploy  the  intercession  of  minor  powers,  repre¬ 
sented  by  Images.  They  also  occasionally  can¬ 
onise  great  men  whom  they  bare  lost  by  death. 
They  are  usually  monogamous,  opposed  to 
divorce  and  strict  defenders  of  their  unmarried 
girl*.  Tbe  latter  hare  blue,  gray  or  hazel  eyes; 
black  hair  is  the  exception  among  them  ;  and 
when  yooag  they  are  of  such  remarkable  Corne¬ 
ll  neas  as  to  be  in  great  demand  In  the  slave 
market*  of  adjacent  countries.  Authentic  In- 
fonnaUou  concerning  these  interesting  races 
cannot  but  be  anxtoualy  awaited  by  all  who  re¬ 
alise  tbe  nature  of  the  questions  Involved.— Low- 
mm  G!<*r.

have  been  soaked  In  a  solution  of  saHcyUc  acid 
and  dried  before  it  la  nsed.  The  best  prepara¬ 
tion  of  salicylic  acid  for  thia  purpose  is  the  alco¬ 
holic  solution,  made  with  the  strongest  spirit, 
and  then  diluted  with  as  much  water  as  it  will 
bear  without  precipitating  the  acid,  so  as  to 
make  the  solution  go  as  far  as  possible.  Each 
apple  should  be  enveloped  In  at  least  three  or 
four  folds  of  this  salk-yated  paper,  and  every 
possible  precaution  should  be  taken  to  prevent 
bruising  wben  loading  into  tbe  casks  or  cases. 
Weir  packed  apples  should  not  move  at  all  dur¬ 
ing  the  voyage,  and  the  shaking  of  a  railway 
train  should  have  little  effect  upon  them.  Nev¬ 
ertheless.  a  certain  amount  of  contusion  is  In¬ 
evitable,  and  to  avoid  the  ulterior  results  of 
this,  tbe  saiicylated  paper  Is  indispensable.  As 
to  tbe  cost.  It  would  be  a  mere  trifle  when  we 
consider  the  result  gained,  and  tbe  splendid 
condition  uf  the  fruit  when  It  enter*  the  London 
market.

A  USE  FOR  OLD  TIN  CASS. 

Mr  Thomas  E.  Hagerty  describes  In  the 
Ainerie+H  Machinist  tbe  following  plan  for  mak¬ 
ing  use  of  the  old  cans  which  have  been  used 
tar  fruits  and  vegetables  ;  Collect  all  the  cans 
yon  may  require,  say  100  quart  cans  ;  prepare 
a  bright  Are  in  tbe  kitchen  stove,  and  have  the 
cans  dose  at  hand,  place  a  can  on  the  stove 
lid,  and  when  the  .older  which  holds  the  top  or 
bottom  to  the  body  begins  to  melt,  place  a  can 
on  the  other  I  Id  and  remove  the  flrat  one.  and 
with  an  old  knife,  old  Ale,  stove-lifter  or  any¬ 
thing  at  hand,  knock  off  whichever  end  you 
may  have  placed  next  to  the  Are  In  most 
cases  It  will  drop  off.  With  the  c.oth  in  the 
hand,  hold  the  can,  and  with  the  right  hand 
wipe  the  melted  solder  from  the  Inside  and  oot- 
I  side  of  the  edge  quickly  before  it  seta.  Remove 
the  next  can  and  replace  it  with  another,  and 
repeat  the  operation  until  both  ends  of  the  100 
cans  are  freed  from  their  tops  and  bottoms. 
You  now  have  100  tubes  four  and  three  quar¬ 
ters  inches  long  by  four  inches  In  diameter. 

The**  100  tubes  can,  with  very  little  skill,  be 
converted  Into  35  feet  5  tnehes  of  4-tncb  drain 
pipe,  wtiicb,  to  a  fanner  or  house  owner,  would 
be  worth  more  than  the  original  coat  of  100  cans 
Ailed  with  tomatoes.  In  order  to  prepare  them 
so  that  the  end  of  one  tube  will  enter  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  Inside  tbe  other,  take  a  tube 
in  fhe  left  hand,  place  one  edge  over  the  corner 
of  a  pine  table,  tf  nothing  more  convenient  is  at 
hand,  and  with  a  mallet,  hammer,  or  a  piece  of 
stick,  hammer  the  edge  downward,  turning  the 
tube  regularly  every  stroke.  Place  the  other 
edge  of  tbe  tube  on  the  edge  of  the  table  and 
strike  it  from  the  inside,  turning  regularly .
